We, the inemberi of the Perry County Grand Jury, for 
the May term, 1964, report to the citizens o4 Perry County and 
to tile Court as follows: 

1. We have been in session fur eight days and have re- 
turned 38 indictments, with teveral cutting and wounding and 
(hooting and wounding, but in general we did not have too 
many major feiunMi. U is the feeling ot this Grand Jury that 
Ithe conditions for law and order in the county ere fair. 

2. The Grand Jury has considered the cunditiuns of the 
ruetk in the county and it ia the belief of this Grand Jury that 
the proper Highway Uepartineat officiala and the proper Motor 
Transportation Department officials are nut looking alter the 
weight violatvuiw as pertain to all the roads which have a low 
weight limit set eg them. We feel that this matter should be 
looked intj by he Department of Motor Trau.'purtaliun and 
the State Highway Department/ in order lo aee tliet the county 
are piix>lected by not letting our roads be destroyed by over 
weight trucks, and by the digging of ditoties aiai trenches and 
Otiter lueaiLs which migiit be dMeriinental to the roads oi our 
county. 

3. We have recelviHl cumpiHints ulxjut tlie |M>ilu(ing of 



our public streams and we believe that this is a very serious 
problem for the people of our county and we wish to recom- 
mend to the Deparlmtnt of Wildlife, to the Department of 
Conservation and to the DeparUnent of Health (Irat tliey check 
into all violation# of stream pollution and try tlieix utmost to 
atop the polluUng of our streams. 

It is the understanding cf this Grand Jury that lliere is a 
stream oi diesel fuel being dumped inito the river below Haz- 
ard and we would like for the Department of Conservation to 
check into this and to make a report to the Court thereon. 

4. We uf the Grand Jury have considered tlie problems 
of Iklering in our county and we wuukl like to urgently rec- 
cinmend to our county officials & eapeelally the Perry County 
Fiscal Court and the Perry County Board of Health, that they 
procure sitea and furnish places fur people to dump their 
debris, garbage and litter We feel that ttiis would not be 
very expensive to the county as we believe that such places 
could be provided for the citizens uf our lounty witliout any 
added expense to our county budget, in that the c'uunty has 
eh machinery and the men to provide this service without any 
incriMiaed cvx-t to Uk* county, it llui can bo piovliltd loi‘ it 



wc/uld serve a very great need, for the people in general have 
no place to gel rid of their debris, and we know that our 
county would benefit very mucli from being cleaned up, and 
would present a better appearance to the wcrld in general. 

5. The men;,bers uf this Grand Jury would like to recom- 
mend to the officials of the City of Hazard that they furnish 
to the gen-eral public proper rest room facilities for ail people; 
that this Grand Jury kntws these facilities are furnished by 
most cities and we ^lieve it behooves the officials of the City 
of Hazard to furnish such facilities for tlie many people who 
come into Hazard to visit and trade. 

6. We wouki like to. report to the citizens uf Perry County 
that a bid will be accepted fur a new courthouse and jail on 
June 22, 1964, and that it the plans go through as contemplat- 
ed, work should be started on thu new courthouse and jail by 
titw first of July, 1964, and this Grand Jury wishes to state 
that certainly these facilities are needed 

7. in ch^'king into the pixsperty owned by the county, we 
liave found that the property in general seems In place, with 
the exception that some of the books are missing from the 
County Iriw l.ibrary. We investigated lliis very tiioioughly and 



the result- of our investigation caused several of the books to 
be returned to the County Law Library, but there are still 
missing from the library approximately seventeen velunves of 
Kentucky Decisions, covering the years 1952 through 1958 
We had before us the Circuit Court Clerk who was in office 
during this period of time but he could not furnish the Grand 
Jury wi.h any information as to who might have these books. 
We would like to strongly recommend that in the future all 
elected officials of our county be very careful ki the preser- 
vation of the property that belongs to this county, and we 
would also like to request that any person kuowliig about 
tiicsu books or having any information as to tlieu: wiiereabouts 
to advise our preseik Circuit Court Clerk, whose duty it is tu 
preserve and keep these books fur the people uf our county 
in closing we would like to thank the Communweallh 
AUorney, tiie County Attorney and the Gravid Jury Reporter 
fur Eieir assislame given us during this term of the Grand 
Jury.

To The Hazard Herald 

May 31, 1964 

This is Mount Mary’s darkest hour. The 
Sisters wouki like to tell everybody imtererted 
that we did all humanly possible to keep the 
hospital for our people. But the building oi 
ilihe new Mount Mary has become a political 
issue, and a« we all know, the price o< poJMici 
is high. 

Many of our good people in Hazard axe 
confused as to the crux of the real problem. 
For years the Sistcr.s have beeu trying to save 
for a new building. But satisfving the high 
demands of safety of the old structure and the 
extended claims of the poor patiemt, the small 
reserve did not grow very fast. Early last- year 
we were advised to apply for two separate pro- 
grams, both dislributing federal grants to needy 
areas.. Those in authority told us that the 
prospects of receiving tihe grants were excel- 
lent. On the strength of that assertion we 
proceeded to have the plans drawn so nothing 
would detain us from building once the lot 
was available. 

Our appropriation met hs first hurdle in 
Frankfort. Here it was detained for ownths 
by the Directors of Public Health Securities 
through whose hands the plans of the erec- 
tion of all public buildings must go. The 
application was hjrnod down because the ap- 
proving Board concluded that additional hos- 
pital facilities wore not needed in our area. 
Instead of notifying us of the rejection of the 
document it was shelved for months until all 
federal funds were exhausted. The laitter part 
of September we grew worried and inquired 
of the where abouts of the i 4 >pUcation. Indeed, 
it was so well hidden thaTj it took some time to 
find it. At this time .t'he Board w^as advised by 
a high official of the State to reverse the 
Board's decision and approve the application 
for the Mount Mary. He also made kt clear the 
policy of the state to assist' one hospital and 
not the other was imtenaMe. 

Eventually the application reached Wash- 
ington where it again went through a tug of 
war. But by that time the officials could pre- 
dict. with certainty that “if” money was avail- 
able, we would receive H, knowing full well 
that all funds were depleted. 

I am relatng this to show that there is a 
definite farce behind these events, calculated 
to remove all hospital functions bo the A.R.H., 
iiresf>ecUve of the convenience of the dootora 
and the people of Hazard. The fact that the 
Sisters have toiled for years and given all they 
had to acquire a new buMHig. with the plana 
already drawn and payed for, made no hnpres-

people of this area, they have announced they 
will try to renew their license to continue 
operating in their present facilities until what 
apparently will in the future be Hazard's only 
hospital, Appalachian, is able to expand kts bed 
capacity to equal that which botih hospitals 
now provide. 

Assuming that their licenee is renewed, 

Mount Mary may provide Hazard with an in- 
town general hospital for perhaps another 
year. Though small, that knowledge is of some 
comfort and consolation to an area that needs 
all the hospital facilities it can gel. 

]b would be difficult at this time to at- 
tempt to assess the ultimate effect Mount 
Mary's closing down will have on this commu- 
nity. Too many factors are as yet undetermin- 
ed, too many que^iens as yet unanswered to 
permit firm conclusions. Will Hazard Appala- 
chian be able to expand to meet the great de- 
mand for hospkal beds here before Mount 
Mary must close? Will the cost per day to the 
patient in Appalachian be greater or smaller 
than H is now at Mount Mary, and if so, how 
much? Win Appalachian’s ties to the other 
hospitals in the ARH chain be an asset or a 
liability to Hazard? Will Hazard’s doctors, who 
have worked so clo*ely with the Sisters, be 
able to reconcile themselves to working; as 
cloeely with Appalachian’s administration? 

Only time will provide answers to these and Hazard Herald 
other important questions. ^ Hazard, Kentucky 

Amid these questions, however, there is Dew Sir: 
at least one certainty that every individual in 
the Hazard area should appreciate. And thai is 
that even in being forced to close their gen- 
eral hospital, the Sirters have given us freA, 
and vivid evidence of their true devotion to the 
people of these mountains. For immediately on 
the heels of the announcemeab that a new 
Mount Mary will not be built, the sisters have 
already declared that they will do the Mxt 
best thing and construct and operate on Mqjmt 
Mary’s present site a new nursing home, fOr 
which the area has a definite need. 

Hospital administrators less committed to 
this community would doubtless have been 
greatly tempted to just pack up and leave after 
the kind of rebuff the Sisters have encounter- 
ed as they sought to raise funds for a new 
hospital here. But the Sisters did not choose 
to do that. As soon as it became apparent to 
them that their dreams for a new Mount Mary 
gen^l hospital were not to materialize into 
reality, the first thing that occured to them 
was; How else can we serve? The projected 
nursing home was the answer. 

Hazard can well be thankful for the pres- 
ence in its midst of dedicated and unselfish 
sen^ants such as the Sisters continue to prove 



Along with the Benedictine Sisters of Cov- 
ington. citizens of the Hazard area this week 
have had to face “an obvious truth: there will 
be no government funds sufficient to help us 
build a new general hoTpital to replace Mount 
Mary. Without an adequate grant, K is impos- 
sible for us to finance construction. Therefore, 
we can’t build a new Mount Mary Hospital.” 

Those words of The Rev. Mother Benedict, 
Mother Superior of St. Walburg Convent of 
Covingiton, apparently conclude a major chap- 
ter in t'he history of medicine in this mountain 
region. Mount Mary Hospital's days among us 
are numbered. 

Fortunately, they are not numbered as 
short as many at first feared.
